Offers Savannah Refinery Show 


Visitors to the Hendry Coun- 
ty Fair this year will have an 
opportunity to see-how Florida- 
grown’ raw- sugar’ —- one of 
Florida’s most important sour- 
ces of agricultural income — is 
refined into Dixie Crystals Sug- 
ar at Savannah. 

‘The exhibit of the Savannah 
Sugar Refining Corporation will 
consist of a full-scale model of 
their refinery. As various stages 
cf the refining process are 
briefly explained over the loud- 
speaker system, sections of the 
model light up showing where 
each step of sugar refining takes 
place, and lighted pictures ap- 
pear on the panel in the back- 
ground, illustrating in detail the 
machinery and methods used. 

Nature has been kind to Flor- 
ida, The rains are ample, the 
sun shines brightly, and the 
same rich soil that gives finer 
flavor to Florida citrus fruits 
produces sugar-cane at its 
sweetest. 

‘The sugar-cane produced in 
the main sugar producing sec- 
tion of Florida is ground, and 
the liquid converted into raw 


sugar at plants of the U. S. Sug- 
ar Corporation, at Clewiston and 
the Okeelanta Sugar Refinery, 
Bt Okéelanta. 

‘This raw sugar is then loaded 
on to box cars and shipped to 
the Savannah Sugar Refinery 
at Savannah — only sugar re- 
finery in the southeast between 
Baltimore and New Orleans— 
where it is refined into Dixie 
Crystals Sugar. 

‘With the elimination of the 
Cuban sugar quotas, Florida has 
finally been turned loose for the 
unlimited production of sugar, 
and thousands of acres of new 
Tand are being planted to sugar 
cane. Many new companies have 
been organized, and new raw 
sugar mills are in course of con- 
struction. Florida's future in 
sugar is bright.

Pointing out that the Jury is 
“dependent upon the investigat- 
ive department of the various 
law enforcement agencies” the 
report says “unless competent, 
intelligent and able investiga- 
tors perform these services, the 
work of the Grand Jury is great- 
Jy hampered and sometimes 
leven obstructed.” 

Among other subjects cover- 
[ed by the Grand Jury we find, 

We, urgently request that the 
laws of Florida be amended to 
require proper and careful op- 
eration of County jails and to 
punish those who are charged 
with the operation and who 
neglect their responsibility. 

‘Any person or Official hav- 
ing information relative to the 
investigations under considera- 
tion by the Grand Jury should 
produce the information to the 
Grand Jury prior to its release 
to the news media. It is be- 
lieved that release to the news 
media of information while this 
| condition is under consideration 
| interferes with the work of the 
Grand Jury.
